THE TYPHOON, - 
oleate ents ; 

Several steamers which arrived here this 
morning from the South encountered the typboon 
rerorted approsching Hainan at 4.40 p.m. 
yesterday. From two of them we have obtained 
the. fallowing {nteresting particulars of thelr 
unpleasant experiences :— 

Capt. J. E. Hansen and the cblef officer 
of the Arratoon Apcar report that they left. 
Calcutta on August 22nd, and experienced 
a light to strong snuth-west monsoon‘in the Bay 
of Bengal. Left Penang on August 30th, and 
Singapore on September 3rd, and had light to 
strong south-west winds to lat, 74 deg, north, 
with dirty weather and no 0 tions taken, 
which placed the Ceptatn and officers In a very 
tuncomfortable position. On Saturday (8th inst.) 
at z am, fo lat, 15.20 deg. north and tong. 
112.50 deg. east, a terrific typboon was encoun- 
tered, the ship then belng between Macclesfield 
Bank and the Paracels [slands—a most dan- 
gerous position to be fn at such a time! The 
wind quickly shifted from west to west-south. 
westand west, with a very heavy confused ser run- 
ning and the vessel rolling heavily and shipplog 
mountalnous seas, making it necessary to slow 
down to halfspeed. That was st4 a.m, when 
the barometer reglatered 29.59. Appreciating the 
gravity of the situation the Captala ran the ship 
to the eastward for about 100 miles, being afrald 
to run south on account of the uocertelnty of bis 
position, andibe theo experlencedanexceed|ngly. 
heavy confused sea, with heavy squatls and 
blinding rain, The wind was blowing all the time 
with hurrleane force ard backed to south-west 
and s-u'h-south-west, but finally the ship got into 
the south-eastern portion of: the typhoon, 
and her head was tamed in « northerly 
direction. Owing, however, to the terrific westerly 
gale blowing, and the high confused ser, rain, 


meterfal dams fact which speske volumes 
for the ‘skilful seamanehtp of thelr respective 
commanders and officers, 

The black ball holsted on board the 
Victor Emanuel at 5.30 thia morning indicated 
that the typhoon was then to the west and

The Japanese are 
bent to “strike while the fron is hot "—~xt any 
rate In so far es the reorganisation of the Korean 
army {a concerned, Captain Watanabe. the 
Japanese, milltary atiachd, has scl.cted 160 of 
the old soldiers, and has commenced to drill 
them jn the art of war. These men are to be 
tralned as non-commissioned officers, and I am 
{nformed that all commands are glven-in Korean, 
so ft witl be plainly seen that the Japanese were 
prepared for every possible emergency appertain- 
ing to the reformatlon of the Korean Govern- 
ment. What soccess Captain Watanabe will 
have with his unwilling puptts will before long be 
known, I mey safely prophesy that the Japanese 
will have thelr hands fall {f they really attempt 
to drill large numbers of Korean troops. Walle 
Koreans will gladly. and willingly obey 
any commands given them by a European or 
Americen, they will not pay much attention to 
elther Japanese or Chinese Instructors, whom 
they look upon as below them In civilization, etc,
